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And this is a fine kettle of fish we"re in. I thought we were
getting to the top of the barrel for a moment there, but the
bracket motion sure closed us a little deeper in the brine. And

we"re getting...and we"re not...we"re not done yet. There are
other things that are going to come...be coming up later on
that"s going to be a harder vote for you, Senator Cudaback.

It"s going to be a harder decision to make. We got by the easy
ones. Those were easy decisions. As we go along here today and
next week, there"ll be harder decisions. I think you had a
decision, an easier decision just a little bit ago, but that's
over, that"s done with so we"re going to go on. So it"s going
to be interesting to see how...how my colleagues vote on this
package. But we"re not done yet. Thank you.

SPEAKER KRISTENSEN: Senator Brashear.

SENATOR BRASHEAR: Mr. Speaker, members of the body, Senator
Chambers, 1 liked the poem, the song. It was well done. Didn"t
necessarily agree with the substance, but...by the way, 1 am
serious about my amendments.
